INCE I ‘got back from 
Sweden,. where I had been 
attending the P.ELN. Congress, 
Thave had a Ietter from a Scot- 
tish novelist. He wrote: ‘1 hear 
you fell in love with Sweden.

are chiefly a lueky people—they 
are Ko lucky they do not believe 
ins luck.’ It was 2° good 
epigram, but a half-truth. 


And now, in this connection, let £ 


me quote n Swede—Stan Salander 
—who in the course of his address 
to the conference, mude the, fol- 
lowing remarks; ‘Fabulous luck, and 
the situntion of our country in a 
distant corner of Europe are, of 
course, the principal reasons why 
we have now enjoyed 132 years of 
undisturbed peace, but ‘our honest 
abhorrence of war must not be for- 
Rotten, elther, even if love of pence 
comes more naturally to a small and 
powerless nation than to a. great 
one. : 


It fs against the back ground of these 
two  factors—Swedish luck and 
Swedish mentalltly—that I should 
Uke to discuss some of the things 
that I snw and heard during my 
threa weeks’ stay in’ Sweden — this 
past summer, : 


T shall never forget the friendtj- 
ness and courtesy with which we 
were welcomed by the Swedish 
people. In these days of troubled 
travel, there was something particu. 
larly heort-warming in recelving— 
before we even stepped off the 
gangway—a mixed bouquet of kind- 
ly words and fragrant roses, 


Courteous and Kind 


Bt the Swedes ure not only a 
courteous and kindly people: they 
are eminently sane and practical, 
with an adaptability thut almost 
amounts to genius, They pet on 
with thelr nelghbours, and they ret 
on-with each other. They “have 
come to terms with thelr ‘climate, 
too, which is no mean achievement. 
When you realise that their midsum- 
mer day has practically no darkness 
and thelr midwinter day practically 
no daylight, you can spe how 
necessary it Is for them to organise 
thelr mode of ving. 


. , Even in thelr two largest clties— 
Stockholm and  Gothenburg—-there 
are 80 many parks and gardens, so 
many open-air restaurants, so many 
seats in the sun, and tn the shade, 
that you can turn aside — from tho 
busiest thoroughfare and find, In a 
couple of minutes, rest and refresh.

Bombay, Jan. 17.
